The title Flowers of Gold is Oscar Wilde’s for the group of poems 
from which the texts for these madrigals have been taken. Some 
of the Wilde poems subsumed under the general title were in 
Sonnet form, and some of these were selected for a further book 
of madrigals, under the title Flowers of Gold Sonnets, (q.v.) 

Wilde was influenced by French romantic poetry, and he has 
used French titles and descriptions for some in this collection. 

The six madrigals in this book are scored for SATB (either 
soloists, or small chorus).
